Washington, D. C—The Senate, by 
its action on sugar, has definitely 
raised the cost of all sugar to Ameri 
can consumers by about two cents per 
pound. ‘Heré are the basic facts about 
sugar: The United States refineries 
receive and refine for domestic con- 
sumption about 4% million tons of 
Taw sugar in a year. About 1 million 
tons of this are produced in the United 
States proper; about 1 million other 
tons come to us from our {sland hold- 
ings—Hawali, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines. The other 2% millions 
come from Cuba. It is alleged that 
Senator Smoot, representing both the 
beet sugar people and the Republican 
~ majority in the Senate, proposed to 
the Cuban sugar growers that the im- 
port tariff on their raw sugar would is 
be held down to 2 cents if they would 
agree ‘to limit sugar shipments to the ie) 
United States to 2% millions of tons 
per annum. The effect would be to 
give this country just barely enough } ;O 
for its needs, thus enabling the sugar ! 
refiners to get a better price for thelr | oe)

the price. In other words, sugar would } 
never be plentiful, and in the course of 
a few years, or at any time there should 
happen to be a short crop here at 
home, our supply. would not be suffi-' re) 
clent for our needs, owing’ to snes 
steadily increasing population. The 2- 
cent tariff means that the consuming | 
public will pay one hundred millions 
per year into the Treasury as tax on 
the sugar coming in from Cuba; that 
is not so bad, in a way, as it helps 
pay the enormous bills of the govern- 
ment, but this tax puts up # wall of 
protection for the benefit of the sugar 
growers here at home, in Hawaii, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, en- 
abling them to change two cents more 
per pound for their raw sugar.

(THE. MENTOR) 


When, on September 30, 1921, 
in compliance with’ an execti- 
it ggder signed by President 
Harding a day previégsly, the 
manuscript of the Declaration 
of Independence was formally

The txt of — the 
document is stil fairly legible 
but-the signatures are almosi 
gone. Here, in brie is i 
story 

The draft of the Declaration 
presented to the Continental 
Congress on the Fourth of July, 
1776, has long since disappeared. 
It was turned over to the printer 
who apparently did not think it 
worth preserving. It is not ev- 
en known whether the members 
signed the original document 
on that date. Jefferson, in lat- 
er year, mantained that they 
did, but most historians “think 
he was mistaken. At any rate, 
the present existing document, 
engrossed on parchment. — re- 
ceived most of its signatures 
on August 2, 1776. A few 
members, who were then absent, 
added their names later. 

From Philadelphia the Declar- 
ation probably traveled to Bal- 
timore, for on January 18, 1777, 
Congress, which was then sit- 
ting in that city, ordered “that 
an aathenticated copy of the 
Declaration of Independency 
with the names of the members 
jof Congress subscribing the 
same be sent to cach of th. 
jnited States. > docament 
is supposed to hha been de- 
posited in the State Depait- 
ment when the later was estab- 
lished, in’ 1789, and to have 
been taken to Washington when 
that city became the seat of

A congres- 
sional resolution of May 26, 1824 
directed that two of, these copies 
should be sent: to each of the 
three surviving signers of the 
Declaration. It is supposed 
that, in making the engraving 
directly Trom the document, 
William j. Stone took off some 
of the surface ink, thereby les: 
sening its petmanen 

In 1841 the D ration was 
placed on exhibition at the 
Patent Office, thefi a branch of 
the State De, ment, and there 
| stayed until 1877, except during 
the Centennial. Exhibition, in 
1876, when it was kept in Inde- 
pendence Hall, Philadelphia. 
From 1877 to 1894 it was d. 
played in a cabinet in the Li- 
brary of the State Department. 
In 1894, when the document had 
faded so much that many of 
| the signatures were almost in- 
visible and the parchment also 
| showed almost signs of deterior- 
ation, it was pot away from the 
| light and air, and a facsimile 
“was exhibited ih its place. 
|. .Now the Declaration is to e- 
}merge from its seclusion. The 
| custodians believe that it will 
not fade any futher—if protect- 
| ed from 06 strong a light.

NO SOUNDS; JUST VIBRATIONS 


Solentists Point Out That Some Tones 
‘Are Soncrous and Pleasing, | 
Others “Dead.”

Scientists say that there is really 
no such thing as sound at all, but 
what is called sound is vibration. 
When a bell is hit it vibrates. The 
vibrations produce a corresponding 
motion in the air which strikes on 
the drum. of the ear and gives the’ 
sensation of sound. . Touch the bell 
with your finger and you stop its 
vibrations. The sound-waves in the 
air at once cease and you bear no 
sound. 

Different vibrations cause differ- 
ent “sounds”—using the word in its 
asual sense. Musical sounds are 
the regular and uniform succession 
of vibrations. Some sounds are 
sonorous aud pleasing, others are 
“dead.” A hard and elastic sub- 
stance like copper or iron will give 
vibrations which come to the ear 
pleasantly, From lead, which is not 
hard or elastic, the sound produced 
ig nonsonorous. A cracked or split 
yell gives a disagreeable nonmusica) 
sound because the crack causes a 
double vibration. The sound-waves 
erash and jar, impede each other’s 
motion, and so produce a discordant 
sound. Slow vibrations produce 
base or deep sounds. Quick vibra- 
tions produce treble or shrill sounds,

ADVERTISING PAYS 





Surplus war material valued 
at from two billion to four bil- 
lion dollars have been reduced 
by sales to approximately $200,- 
* 000,000. The vast disposal of 
goods has been accomplished by 
fadv ertising in business papers 
says Major 
Frink of the sales promoffon di- 
vision of the War department. 
y It was, he declares, the greatest 
sales campaign the world has 
every known. Without sales- 
men or sales machinery, the 
government resorted to adver- 
tising, and advertising “turned 
the trick.” 

Some 10,000 pages of space 
were_used in 430 busness papers. 
As an instance of what advertis- 
ing did Major Frink tells of a 
war pfant which cost the gov- 
ernment $756,000. Before ad- 
vertising was adopted the high- 
est bid fér the property was 
$360,000... Then $4,00 was used 
advertising it and it was sold 
for $460,000—advertising in- 
creasing the government's sal- 
vage $96,000 net. 

This is remarkable only as an 
instance of a government de- 
partment turning from a bad 
habit te a good one in harmony 
with business principles. Ad- 
vertising pays, but the govern- 
ment was the last great organi- 
zation in the country to find it 
out.—Chicago Journal of Com- 
merce.

FINALLY PASSED “IN. PEACE 
Splendid Specimen of Rocky Mountain 
Sheep Found Dead, Presumably 
Lf Old rds 


The ierandigtian sheep of the 
Rocky mountains, known for his un- 
usual size and unsuccessfully sought 
by big game hunters for many years. 
recently was overtaken by old age 
and lay down and died near a crev- 
‘nese of Blackfoot glacier in Glacier 
National park. The was 
found by an Indian guide and 
brought into Glacier Park ‘station, 
Mont. The head, now mounted, is 
4 rare specimen, having probably the 
largest horns~on record. Their 
widest spread is 22 inches, 

This monster sheep was last seen 
alive five years ago on the western 
slope of the Rockies, just outside the 
boundary of the park, Many big 
game trunters’ tales of this huge ram 
were laughed at as fabrication by 
other hunters'who had not seen him. 

The Blackfeet Indians had a re- 
ligious regard for this mammoth 
animal and never tried to kill it. 
They believed it was the original 
strayer from the Great Spirit’s fold, 
the world’s longest “lost sheep.”

extremely formidable, Its height 
was about nine feet, and it weighed 
perhaps four tone. 

So, you see, here was a lizard 
comparable in size and weight to a 
very big elephant. But despite its 
formidable appearance, -it was a 
harmless ‘beast, sluggish in its move- 
ments, and exclusively vegetarian in 
its diet. 

The skull in the Yale museum is 
continued backward ‘by an enormous 
“frilly” so to call it, of bone, which 
was for the attachment of great 
muscles required to hold up the 
beast’s head. The head probably 
weighed a ton.
